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Bill to limit attorney fees advances

Comprehensive legislation to control the 
skyrocketing

limiting 
attorney fees and controling premium 
increases was approved by a lawyer- 
dominated Assembly committee today. 
It was one of the first major Assembly 
actions 
on 
long-range 
malpractice 
reform since Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr., prompted by striking physicians, 
called a special legislative session in 
May to deal with the malpractice crisis. 
The bill AB1 by Assemblyman Barry 
Keene, D-Eureka, won approval by the 
Judiciary Committee on a 7-2 vote and 
was sent to the Ways and Means 
Committee. 
“ I think it will have a significant long- 
range impact on controlling the cost of 
medical 
malpractice 
insurance 
in 
California,” said Keene, chairman of 
the Assembly Health Committee. 


The measure, among other things, 
would limit attorney fees on a sliding 
scale, which would place a 40 per cent 
ceiling on the first $50,000 awarded to a 
defendant. It would limit such fees to 15 


per cent of a defendant’s award over 
$200,000. 
The bill also would place a five-year 
ceiling on the time a person could sue 
their doctors for malpractice, except if

The Farm House: 


System urged to keep tabs 
on channel environs vs. oil

County reporter 
Present acceleration of Santa Barbara Channel area oil development - with the 
potential of much future development onshore and offshore — spells out an urgent 
need now to set up a coordinated, overall monitoring system to guard against air and 
water quality degradation on the scenic South Coast, the Board of Supervisors has 
been informed by County Environmental Coordinator Albert F . Reynolds. 
Reynolds at county budget sessions tried unsuccessfully to have a revenue-sharing 
allotment of $15,000 made in the interests of laying a groundwork for such a system. 
County supervisors appeared interested in the plan, however, and Supervisor Frank 
J. Frost said he plans to contact key state officials, while Reynolds plans to contact 
the U.S. Geological Survey to get its reaction. 
“There is no one agency in the state or federal Government which knows what is 
going on out there in the channel,” stressed Reynolds. He pointed out that an 
anticipated “ influx of tanker traffic could unloose massive air pollution as an 
example of things to come, without proper coordinated detection systems 
The county has called for an individual monitoring system to be set up for the 
projected Exxon Co. oil and gas processing plant in Las Flores Canyon, in the 
Refugio area west of Goleta. But its projected massive offshore drilling and 
offshore tanker loading facilities wouldn’t have such scrutiny, he said. 
Burmah Oil Co. is seeking approval of a new marine terminal and onshore facility 
at Dos Pueblos Ranch area up the coast, and ARCO (Atlantic-Richfield) is pressing 
for approval of another onshore project believed to be in the million-dollar class, 
that of expanding its present processing plant. 
There are other processing plants scattered up and down the South Coast between 
Gaviota and Ellwood, some inactive at this time. 
The impact of any activization of existing federal oil and gas leases in the channel 
would be profound enough to warrant the setting up of a regional air and water 
quality monitoring system covering the oil industry in this area, Reynolds feels. 
A three-volume, 1300-page environmental impact statement dealing with planned 
resumption of these leases off the South Coast will be reviewed at public hearings 
called by the Interior Department to be held in Santa Barbara July 14-16 at the 
Lobero Theatre.

Local Portuguese festival 
to begin tomorrow night

(Editor’s Note: This is the second in a series of 
articles dealing with alcoholism in Lompoc Valley). 
In October of 1972 the “ Farm House” opened in an 
old farm house on Sweeney Road. 
It began as a recovery home. But a shortage of 
funds for buying the property and hiring full-time, 
professional help brought about its close in January, 
1974. 
In November of 1973, Farm House Inc. was 
contracted by Santa Barbara County under section 
647ff of the California Penal Code to provide a 
detoxification facility for those picked up by the 
police for public drunkenness. 
Now under a six-month contract with Santa Barbara 
County Mental Health, Farm House is located 
downtown and provides a three-bed detox and three- 
bed recovery facility for Lompoc, Santa Ynez, 
SoWang, Vandenberg Village and Mission Hills. One 
of three such facilities in the county, Farm House Inc 
is run by a six-member board of directors made up of 
professionals who volunteer their time and a six- 
member full and part-time staff. 
Prior to January of this year, Farm House was 
contracted only as a six-bed detox facility. Don 
Slaight, Farm House director, explained that they had 
been averaging two people a day in the detox 
program. Four beds remained empty and they were 
getting a lot of repeats. 
Doctor Loretta Grossi, president of the board of 
directors, felt the rate of readmission was directly 
related to the lack of a continuing stay in a recovery 
program. Residents were released sober, she said, 
but into the same circumstances preceding their 
admission. 
In addition, with two people a day using a facility 
designed for six, the cost per person was high. 
“The whole purpose of the detoxification section,” 
she said, “ was to take care of the individual drunk — 
to take the financial burden off the jails and court 
system. It would cost this city between $200 and $300 
just to have one person processed through the court 
system.” 
Slaight estimates that the present cost to Farm 
House averages $50 per person per day; if full, $30 per 
person per day. Roughly 65 to 70 per cent of those that 
come through, never come through again, he said. 
Those admitted may now stay in a detox program 
for as long as two weeks, if there are sound medical 


reasons, but usually one or two days according to 
Slaight. They remain in recovery for up to six months. 
The Farm House isn’t set up for an indefinite stay, 
explained Grossi. 
“ We re not excluding him from the community,” 
she said. “ It’s really learning a new lifestyle. We re 
helping him to get back into the community. ’’ 
Board and staff members presently have plans to 
move back into the old farm house on Sweeney Road. 
“ What we’re trying to do,” explained board 
member Stan Rowett, “ is move back into a home and 
family type of atmosphere." 
“Get him (the alcoholic> into an atmosphere where 
he feels he belongs,” added Slaight. 
“Where he is a worthwhile member,” continued 
Grossi, “ where he feels he is useful.” 
The name Farm House exemplifies a philosophy 
about an environment, Slaight pointed out — an 
environment where there is a far slower pace, where 
a person has time to sort out what is important, get 
back to the earth and the family. 
The lease was signed and bids were recently taken 
for improvements of the house on Sweeney Road. 
Signorelli Construction Company, with a low bid o» 
$38,880, will begin repau a «u> aoun *a a state grant of 
$48,000 is approved, according to Rowett. The Farm 
House should know if they will receive the grant 
sometime in August, he added. 
“Those we’ve talked to are optimistic,” he said. 
Improvements 
to 
be 
made 
by

Construction include revamping the sewer system; 
rewiring the house to meet state requirements; 
remodeling the two bathrooms and the kitchen; 
complying with fire regulations by adding outdoor fire 
escapes, bringing the indoor stairwell up to regulation 
and installing smoke and fire detectors; and repairing 
and replacing the roof as needed. 
The extra $10,000 requested from the state, 
according to Rowett, is for household equipment like 
beds, pots and pans, a washer and dryer 
“ We hope to be moved in by the beginning of 
October,” said Slaight. 
Initially the nine-room house will provide a 12-bed 
detox and recovery. Slaight hopes to expand this to a 
22-bed detox and recovery by December, 1976. 
Traditionally, a person picked up for public 
drunkenness was either jailed or sometimes taken 
home, according to Lt. Robert Hebert of the Lompoc 
Police Department. 
“ A person who gets thrown in jail for 30 days for 


getting drunk and beating up his next door neighbor 
knows he’s not worth much,” said Slaight. “ All it does 
is prove to him there’s a reason for drinking 
Many sociologists feel that incarceration in jail, 
intended as a punishment for public drunkenness, is a 
cause for public drunkenness. It provides an alibi for 
those who get drunk, another excuse for their 
unwillingness to exert self-control over their 
behavior. 
“ If you don’t make an alcoholic live up to his 
responsibilities, that reinforces his behavior, 
said 
Rowett. 
Grossi stated that each alcoholic affects the lives of 
six people with whom he comes in contact. She feels 
that the families or employes who put up with his 
behavior are just as sick as the alcoholic. 
When admitted to the Farm House recovery 
program, the resident is taken out of an environment 
inducive to drinking During the first stage of his 
treatment, roughly 15 days, he has no visitors or phone 
calls and is encouraged to participate in rap groups 
and in-house A A meetings. 
In the second stage of treatment, he sets up a plan 
of action which includes as many as four or five AA 
meetings a week, peer group meetings, individual 
counseling, education on alcohol and alcoholism and 
recreation. 
His final stage of treatment involves a long range 
plan which may include vocational rehabilitation, 
outpatient treatment, working outside while living at 
the Farm House or referral to another recovery 
home, if necessary 
“ Unless it’s his accomplishment it won t be 
successful,” said Slaight 
The Farm House recently received certification 
from 
the 
State Office 
of 
Alcohol 
Program 
Management (OAPM). It took nearly a year to meet 
the standards of OAPM, according to Slaight 
If pending legislation SB 329. presently in the State 
Finance Committee, is signed into law, it would 
require all counties to provide detox facilities for 
handling public inebriates OAPM would administer 
the program on a state level and OAPM certification 
would be necessary before a detox facility could 
receive state funds. 
Under SB 329, public drunkenness would no longer 
be a crime after June, 1978 
In any event, the Farm House will be ready.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Negotiators for the 
legislature and the Brown administration have 
reached agreement on a compromise 1850 
million bill to provide inexpensive state housing 
loans for low and middle income Californians 
Assembly Speaker Leo T McCarthy predicted 
the compromise would win final legislative 
by the 
i Gov. 
special session on housing 
"We aU gave a little," Donald Bums, the 
governor's cabinet secretary for business and 
transportation, said when the compromise was 
unveiled Thursday. "It is a very much needed 
bill to provide good housing to thousands and 
thousands of persons in this state at coat levels 
which they can afford." 
Bums, the administration’s negotiator on the 
measure, said construction of new housing and 
rehabilitation of old units might be underway by 
early next year and forecast the interest rate 
would be in the neighborhood of 6 per cent. 
The legislation, ironed out by a Senate- 
Assembly conference committee, is sought by 
Brown to stimulate the housing industry and 
help make up for a shortage of decent shelter in 
California. 
Roughly six out of every 10 Californians, those 
who have what is defined as "moderate" 
income or less, would be eligible for the state- 
financed housing. In Los Angeles, for example, 
the income could be no higher than $17,028; in 
San Francisco, $18,642; and in Fresno, $13,441. 
The bill would provide 20,000 housing units and 
18,000 new construction jobs during the first 
year and a half of the program, which would be 
put to a test of the voters in the November, 1976 
general election. 
A major stumbling block to passage was 
informally resolved by members of the two- 
house conference committee when they agreed 


to reject a controversial "moral obligation’ 
provision to back up an immediate issue of up to 
$300 million in housing bonds. 
The Assembly and the Brown administration 
originally favored inclusion of the "moraT 
obligation" provision while the Senate strongly 


The" moral obligation" provision would hold 
the state morally responsible to pay off the 
housing bonds if they went into default but would 
not make it legally responsible to do so. Some 
senators thought this would amount to the state 
giving bond buyers a false and misleading sense 
of security. 
The negotiators agreed to a Senate-favored 
alternative which would establish a $10 million 
fund to help underwrite the bonds if they 
defaulted. 
. 
The bill, authored by Sen. George Zenovich, 
D-Fresno, would take effect 91 days after the 
housing special session, called by Brown on 
Feb. 17, was adjourned. 
Also before lawmakers in the special session 
is a related bill by Sen. Arlen Gregorio, D-San 
Mateo, that would put up $5 million to guarantee 
loans for home rehabilitation projects in 
Minted city areas. McCarthy said final action 
on that bill will be taken next week before the 
special session is adjourned. 
Burns said the citixens wishing to apply for a 
state housing loan should ask for details from a 
local housing agency or a private lender, Social 
and religious groups chn apply for housing 
loans, however, and can seek help from the 
state, he said. 
Besides the $300 million in housing bonds 
authorized immediately by a proposed new 
Housing Finance Agency, the legislation would 
authorize $150 million in federally guaranteed 
bonds and a $500 million bond issue to be placed 
before the voters next year.

Other states that have inter­ 
preted the federal legislation in 
a way that benefits teachers 
include Illinois, Vermont, In­ 
diana, Washington and Missis­ 
sippi.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) The 
state Board of Pharmacy said 
Thursday it has scrapped the 
rule that prohibited druggists 
from using cheaper, but chemi­ 
cally identical, generic drugs 
for brand name products in 
filling prescriptions. 
The action came in the wake 
of passage of a bill by the state 
Assembly, with backing from 
the Brown administration, to 
the same effect. 
The board has been under 
heavy pressure to make such a 
move. The state Department of 
Consumer Affairs last month 
joined in a lawsuit brought by 
Consumers Union to force the 
change. 
The change was adopted on 
an emergency 
basis 
at a 
meeting Wednesday "to mesh 
our regulations, which were out 
of step with the times, with the 
new 
law" 
passed 
by 
the 
Assembly, 
said 
Board 
president James R. 
Gates 
Thursday. 
There have been estimations 
that the change will 
save 
Californians $45 million a year 
in lower prices for filling 
prescriptions. 
The drug industry and a 
number of pharmacists 
opposed the change. 
Gates said he doubted the 
change would cause problems, 
pointing out that Medi-Cal, 
Public 
Health Service 
and 
Veterans Administration pre­ 
scriptions have been covered 
by a similar rule for 10 years 


"without any ill effects to 
patients." 
The rule does not require 
pharmacists to substitute gen­ 
eric drugs in filling prescrip­ 
tions. It allows druggists to do 
so if a customer requests. 
Both the board regulation 
and the Assembly bill allow 
doctors, 
when 
writing 
a 
prescription, 
to 
prohibit 
substitution 
of 
a 
generic 
ingredient if they wish. A list 
will be drawn up of brand name 
drugs that have no generic 
equivalent and druggists will 
not 
be 
allowed 
to 
make 
substitutions for them, Gates 
said. 
Ray Bonner, attorney for 
Consumers Union, said the 
group will proceed with its 
lawsuit, which also seeks to 
force 
the board to 
spend 
$650,000 on a campaign to 
educate 
consumers 
to

advantages 
of 
specifying 
generic 
ingredients 
in 
prescriptions. 
The board’s ruling is the 
latest in several governmental 
actions to reduce the price of 
prescription drugs. A federal 
court struck down the state law 
that prohibited 
pharmacists 
from advertising drug prices, 
making it possible for consum­ 
ers to shop for the cheapest 
price on a specific drug. The

under state law or by ethical 
codes of professional phar­ 
maceutical organizations 
Citizens panel urges 
change in medical board 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A citizens committee formed to 
change the state’s malpractice laws has urged more consumer 
representation on the State Board of Medical Examiners and 
other health-care licensing agencies 
"If the right legislation is not enacted, it is the consumer and his 
family who will be penalized by increasingly inadequate health 
care and facilities and higher and higher costs." said Mrs Lola 
McAlpin Grant. 
Mrs. Grant, a former state deputy attorney general and now 
assistant dean of the Loyola University Law School, is head of the 
statewide California Committee for Malpractice Reform. 
She spoke at a news conference Thursday and outlined a 
program for legislative adoption that included binding arbitration, 
limitation of attorney contingency fees and stronger disciplinary 
procedures for medical practitioners. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
federal appeals court, saying 
the present formula for food 
stamp payments shortchanges 
many needy persons, has told 
the Agriculture Department to 
come up with a new allotment 
plan that provides a nutritional­ 
ly adequate diet. 
"For a family that needs a 
loaf of bread, the offer of a 
slice is poor comfort,” the 
three-judge panel said Thurs­ 
day. 


Ronald Pollack, attorney for 
the Food Research and Action 
Center of New York which 
handled the case, called the 
verdict "literally the most 
important legal victory (ever) 
in the anti-hunger area.” 


The ruling could have far- 
reaching effects on benefits of 
the food stamp program, which 
serves 19.6 million Americans 
at an expected annual cost of $5 
billion in the fiscal year ending 
June 30 


The court gave the Agricul­ 
ture Department 120 days to 
come up with an allotment plan 
providing all stamp recipients 
enough aid to buy the nutrition­ 
ally adequate diet required by 
the federal food stamp law 


Department officials had no 
immediate comment on the 
case. But Pollack said the 
government could be expected 
to appeal the decision because 
of its potential cost impact.

predicted 
the 
ruling, if left standing, would 
“ s u b s t a n t i a l l y ” 
hike 
allotments for many —perhaps 
all 
—of 
the needy people 
getting stamps.

C . Arnholt Smith: 
fallen angel of 
high finance 


SAN DIEGO (U P I)—Only a 
few 
years 
ago 
he 
was 
“Mr. San Diego," head of a $2 
billion corporate empire, a pal 
of the President. He was rich in 
dollars, social standing, power 
and 
prestige. 
He 
had 
$20 
million and entree to the White 
House 
He stood before a federal 
judge Thursday and with tears 
in his eyes begged not to be sent 
to prison —a 76-year-old man 
brought 
to 
financial 
and 
personal ruin by three years of 
battering by federal agencies. 
" I ask for you compassion 
and understanding," sobbed C. 
Arnholt Smith " I stand her6 
contrite and with a sense of 
shame " 
He had just pleaded no 
contest to four federal felony 
charges of conspiring to de­ 
fraud his own bank, the U.S. 
National Bank of San Diego, of 
$27.5 million. The comptroller 
of the treasury seized the bank 
two years ago in what was then 
the biggest bank failure in U.S. 
history. 
U.S. District Court Judge 
Robert Schnacke heard his 
plea. Over the protests of 
Ju s tic e 
D epartm ent 
prosecutors 
who 
demanded 
Smith 
be 
sent 
to 
prison, 
Schnacke sentenced him to two 
years, but suspended the term 
and imposed a $30,000 fine and 
five years probation. 
Schnacke warned Smith and 
his codefendant, Philip A. Toft, 
that he considered their plea 
"equal and equivalent in all 
raspects to a plea of guilty.” 
Toft pleaded no contest to 
three of the 25 charges brought 
against them and the other 
counts were dismissed in a 
surprise move five days before 
their trial was to begin. 
Smith was a close friend of 
former 
President 
Richard 
Nixon and was one of Nixon’s 
key financial backers through­ 
out his political career. Inves­ 
tigators from several federal 
agencies closed 
m on his 
operations at about the time 
Nixon’s Watergate problems 
were rising, and Nixon’s re- 
election committee felt obliged 
to return his large donations to 
the 1972 campaign. 
The cornerstones of Smith’s 
financial empire, which once 
included a tuna fishing fleet 
and the San Diego Padres 
baseball team, were the bank 
and Westgate-Califomia Corp., 
of which Toft was president. 
Smith was accused of making 
$170 million worth of illegal 
loans from his band to himself 
and associates or to companies 
they controlled. 
The bank was seized by the 
federal government and sold, 
with Smith the biggest loser. 
Federal regulators forced him 
out of the management of the 
corporation, which was then 
declared bankrupt. 
Federal bank regulators have 
filed civil suits demanding 


almost $500 million and the 
Internal Revenue Service is 
trying to collect almost $23 
million in taxes. 
"In two years he has gone 
from fantastic wealth to a man 
with 
staggering 
debts," 
Smith’s lawyer pleaded with 
the judge Thursday. "H e’s a 
falien angel who has been 
undergoing 
excruciating 
punishment over the past two 
years Jail makes no sense at 
all " 
The 
prosecution 
argued 
Smith should stand trial and be 
sent to prison so there would be 
a public record of what he had 
done.

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LOS ANGELES (U P Ii - 
Other Supreme Court justices 
are worried that Justice Wil­ 
liam 0. Douglas, wto suffered 
a stroke more than five nwnths 
ago, can no longer perform his 
duties properly, the U)s An­ 
geles Times reported today. 
There are cpiestions about 
Douglas’ mental condition and 
he "may eventually be forced 
to lesign" by the other justices, 
the Times said. 
"One justice told the Times 
that some members of the 
court were growing uneasy 
about Douglas voting in cases 
he had never heard argued," 
the newspaper said in a report 
from Washington. 
"They suspect that he may 
not have either the time or the 
stamina 
to 
read 
all 
the 
petitions, briefs and opinions 
presented to him and is instead 
delegating many of his respon- 
sibdities" to clerks and aides, 
violating a Supreme Court 
principle, the Times said. 
Douglas, 76 —who has been 
on the Supreme Court longer 
than any justice in U.S. history 
—suffered a stroke Dec. 31 that 
inunobilixed the left side of his 
body. 
His 
secretaries and 
clerks fly to New York two or 
three times a week to bring 
him court documents to re«l in 
the Institute for Rehabilitation 
Medicine of New York Univer­ 
sity, the Times said. Justice 
William J. Brennan Jr. goes to 
New York to get Douglas’ 
opinions for relay to the rest of 
the court, the report said. 
The 
process has caused 
confusion and delay in the 
court’s work, the Times said, 
and Douglas’ contributwn has 
been "infrequent and brief." 
In Douglas’ absence, the 
court has been afflicted with a 
logjam of cases, because rw 
opinion can be released until it 
has been approved by all the 


justices who support it. Forty- 
six cases, about a third of the 
workload, remain undecided 
with only three weeks remain­ 
ing before the summer recess. 
"So far, his colleagues have 
good-naturedly tolerated the 
confusion and occasional incon­ 
venience caused by his absen­ 
ce, out of friendship and 
respect for Douglas, but the 
good humor is said to be on the 
wane," the newspaper said. 
Court circles are beginning to 
circulate stories of past occa­ 
sions when aged and incompe­ 


tent justices were forced to 
resign by their colleagues to 
protect the institution, the 
report said, Douglas is aware 
of the moves, it said, and has 
prepared his own record on 
how long other ailing justices 
remained, to use as a rebutUl. 
“ Questions have risen about 
Douglas’ mental condition," 
the Times said. 
It quoted unnamed court 
employes as saying'that during 
a brief visit in March "he often 
adressed people by the wrong 
names, failed to respond to 


direct sUtements and once did 
not recognize his own office, 
insisting mat it was Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger’s. 
"Most of the time he’d seem 
perfectly lucid, but then he’d 
suddenly blank out or come out 
with 
a 
nonsequitur," 
one 
source was quoted as saying. 
Douglas’ 
wife 
Cathleen 
called such reports "absolutely 
absurd" and said his mind was 
unaffected by the stroke. 
Douglas told a news confer­ 
ence in March he has no plans 
to step down. 


The Times said that although 
Douglas denied it, his friends 
believe he wants to hang on to 
his position until 1977, in hopes 
that President Ford will be 
defeated and a Democratic 
president 
can 
ai^int 
his 
successor. His friends "remain 
convinced he wants to deny 
Ford, an old antagonist, the 
privilege of filling a Supreme 
Cmirt vacancy," the Times 


said. Ford, as house minority 
leader, led an unsuccesful 
effort to impeach Douglas.

Thursday, the Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr -appointed Air Re­ 
sources Board said the relaxed 
air quality standard was illegal 
and harmful to crops, people 
and visability Major California 
sources of sulfur dioxide are 
power plants, refineries and 
factories 
Mainly because of pressures 
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generated by the oil crisis, the 
Reagan-appointed board relax­ 
ed the standard from 04 parts

strictest in the nation to .10 
parts per million 


The Brown board Thursday 
said it appeared that the action 
taken by the formerboard was 
“not based on any material 
degree of information concern­ 
ing visibility, plant damage and 
the need for a margin of safety 
for human health.” 
The board said it received 
evidence at public hearings last 
month and Wednesday indicat- 
mg that sulfur dioxide and 
resulting 
sulfate 
emissions 
may have significant effects 
upon 
visibility 
and 
crop 
damage below 10 ppm for 24 
hours. 


The board directed its staff 
to seek additional information 
about the effects of sulfur 
dioxide and sulfates.

Stegman named to honor list 


College jocks are often referred to as student-athletes, but 
half of that label is little more than an honorary title for 
many. No so for Dave Stegman, scholar-athlete at the 
University of Arizona. 
Stegman, a 72 Lompoc High grad and an All-American 
baseball player, has made the College of Engineering 
Dean’s list for the spring semester. Dave compiled a 3.57 
grade point average (4.0 is perfect). A 3.50 is needed to 
make the list. 


Russ Bolinger was a tall, lean tight end when he played 
for the Lompoc Braves football team back in ’72. 
He’s still tall (6-5), but not quite so lean. He plays football 
at Long Beach State, and here's a report from the column of 
sportswriter Hank Hollingworth, writing in a Long Beach 
newspaper: 
“ Howard (State coach Wayne) is so high on Russ 
Bolinger, the 40er offensive tackle who was converted this 
spring from tight end, that he raved: ‘Russ jumped his 
weight from 215 to 242, and that’s all muscle. He is our best 
pro prospect. He should be a real high draft choice because 
he is our best blocker, and the pros love that. In fact, he 
would be ANY team’s best blocker. He’s a killer, pure and 
simple.’ ” 


Roy Howell (Texas Rangers) went 0-for-3 last night 
against Baltimore as his batting average dropped to .206 
Roy went 0-for-5 Wednesday, but had a triple Tuesday and 
went 2-for-3 Monday. 
Howell has now played in 42 games, is 26-for-125 with 19 
RBls and 12 runs scored. He was errorless last night for the 
ninth consecutive game. 
The Rangers make a four-game stop in Anaheim 


beginning next Friday. They play a night game Friday, a 
twi-night doubleheader Saturday, a day game Sunday and 
another night game the following Monday. 


It’s been a rough season for Monte Bolinger (Arkansas 
Travelers, class AA Texas League). Monte hasn’t played in 
three weeks, and is currently on the disabled list with an 
Achilles tendon injury. 
During spring training the injury was diagnosed as 
arthritic tendinitis. After taking regular cortisone shots, 
Monte thought the problem had cleared up. But three weeks 
ago he stretched for a ball at first base in a game against 
Midland and reinjured the tendon. 
The leg may have to go in a cast. 


Roy Thomas (Toledo Mud Hens, class AAA International 
League) is suffering through a period of what one observer 
close to the ballclub termed “ total inconsistency.”

Gary Hargis (Salem Pirates, class A Carolina League)

Changing the bureaucracy 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - There 
has forever been reluctance among 
many 
people 
to 
call 
government 
workers public servants Considering 
the shabby way the hirelings often treat 
the citixenry — witness the attitude of 
clerks in almost any American city hall 
- some feel a better term would be 
public enemies. And seldom has the 
argument been more appropriate than 
now as recession-buffeted taxpayers 
throughout the nation are finding almost 
no willingness on the part of public 
employes to cooperate 
toward 
the 
overall economic good 
The situation is evi­ 
dent in almost every 
jurisdiction. But New 
York City is perhaps 
the 
most 
dreadful 
illustration There the 
municipal 
staff 
of 
340.000 — largest of 
any city in the world 
— has flatly rejected 
most suggestions of 
voluntary sacrifice in 
the face of what city 
fathers believe to be 
near-bankrupt 
fiscal 
conditions 
The city, already $14 billion in debt 
from decades of overspending, and 
apparently unable to avoid further 
deficits in the 1975 budget, is being told 
by 
lending 
institutions 
to 
cut 
expenditures or go it alone Without the 
short-term bank assistance every city 
needs to operate. Gotham would soon 
not be able to meet current notes, 
possible 
even 
some 
salaries. 
In 
desperation the mayor has appealed to 
city 
workers, 
through 
their 
union 


officers, to accept a shorter work week 
or some other voluntary measure so that 
massive and disruptive layoffs can be 
avoided 
Shockingly, the union officials have 
said no Though the city is distressingly 
heavy with public workers — one to 20 as 
opposed to one to 40 in Chicago, and 
though the employes receive in general 
the highest pay and most delicious 
fringe benefits of any municipal workers 
in America <a city machinist earns 
$15,000 a year, a first grade cop $17,469), 
the labor chieftains say the workers 
"have sacrificed enough ’’ Some of 
them insist they will not even allow 
pressure 
relief 
in 
contract 
talks 
scheduled later in the year. 


The disposition can hardly be greeted 
with 
appreciation 
by 
New 
York 
taxpayers, many of whom are out of 
wort 
in 
the city’s 
11.5 per cent 
unemployment 
crunch. 
Nor 
should 
citizens anywhere be anything but 
angered 
when 
the public 
servants 
become the public menace. New York 
unionists are talking about riots in the 
streets if the public work force is forced 
to 
s uf f e r , 
and 
t h re a t e n i n g 
demonstrations have already been held 
by 
employes of 
other 
towns and 
counties The welfare of millions is at 
the core of the issue. 


And the issue, even if it passes more 
or less peaceably this time around, will 
not in itself pass in the least. State, 
county and municipal government has 
been the fastest growing industry of 
recent years, with 12 million adults, or 
two times the 1946 total, employed. 
Their salaries, which according to the 
Tax Foundation average more than that 


of workers in the private sector, now 
absorb more than $100 billion annually in 
tax receipts 
And as their numbers and income 
have increased, so has their influence. 
Says a councilman in one large Eastern 
part: "Since the unions have come 
along, the city workers can close this 
town up any time they want.” 
The public employe unions, to be sure, 
are often cited as the ultimate danger to 
smooth-running government operations. 
Not the least because the unions often 
contribute heavily toward the elections 
of officials they rely on. One estimate is 
that unions together have contributed as 
much as $50 million in each of the last 
few federal elections, and huge sums of 
this money has been directed at state 
and 
local 
campaigns. 
So, 
says a 
spokesman 
for 
the Public Service 
Research Group, "Inmany communities 
you have cases where union leaders 
negotiate salaries with friends they 
helped elect. No wonder they won’t back 
down. 
They 
know 
they 
have 
the 
muscle.” 
But harping at unionization, however 
irresponsible 
it may become, only 
aggrevates a situation that cries out for 
more effective ways to assure the public 
of adequate and secure local services. 
During the last decade, as public worker 
militancy grew, officials hoped reason 
and calls for a sense of responsibility 
might argue away the trend. But no. 
Today New York City, and hundreds of 
other cities, are captives of public 
employes who have little sense of duty 
save to themselves. This should be 
changed, by stiff law, and by public 
insistence that public servants be just 
that.

Dear Sir : 
I have just finished reading the article 
"County Fire Equipment Moved to 
Prevent Sabotage Acts. 
The report amazes and angers me in 
that one of our groups of most respected 
public servants can exhibit such disdain 
of their fellow citizens by their alleged 
conduct. 
Actions such as this directly endanger 
public property and life. Even if they did 
not actually participate, they allowed 
and condoned the sabotage of fire 
fighting equipment. 
I believe my reaction is similar to the 
vast majority of our citizens who may 
not normally express their feelings as 
frequently m publication as our more 
verbal minority. 
All of 
us have experienced 
the 
‘ pinch” of inflation and an income that 
has not kept pace with the increased 
cost of living. It is difficult, therefore, 
for the hard pressed taxpayer to support 
significant increases in wages to county 
employes, no matter how justifiable, 
when the taxpayer has not the means to 
do so 
Some of us fortunate enough to have 
jobs, should be grateful for those jobs 
and remember that many of us are not 
as fortunate 
Jointly, 
with 
reasonable 
and 
responsible action by employe and 
employer, we can put a damper on 
destructive inflation. 
There is no place, however, for the 
abandonment 
of 
a 
public 
service 
function that endangers public life and 
property nor allowing or condoning the 
destruction 
or 
sabotage 
of 
public 
equipment necessary for the safety of 
all.

Legislation establishing a 
federal Agency for Consumer 
Advocacy has been passed by 
the Senate, 
is now being 
considered by the House, and 
is expected to be passed along 
to President Ford sometime 
in the not-too-distant future. 
And it is raising quite a ruckus 
in Washington and elsewhere. 
Opponents of the measure, 
including 
the 
National 
Chamber of Commerce, claim 
that while they do indeed 
support consumer protection, 
they don’t agree that another 
bureaucracy is necessary to 
accomplish that goal. They 
say any new legislation would 
be both costly and inefficient. 
Supporters of the legislation 
point 
to 
the 
increasing 
number of cases in which the 
customer 
has 
found 
it 
necessary to take an attitude 
of 
“ buyer 
b e w a r e . “ 
Additionally, 
they 
say, 
consumers 
have 
no 
real 
protection 
from 
the 
“big 
ripoff” 
and 
no 
one 
in 
government they can turn to 
for relief when it takes place. 
We abhor the bureaucracy 
through which we all must 
wade at some time or another 
almost every day of our lives. 


And 
we 
feel 
that 
any 
b u r e a u c r a c y ’s 
prime 
c o n si d er a ti o n 
is 
the 
maintenance 
of 
its 
own 
existence 
and 
status quo, 
which usually precludes its 
doing the job for which it was 
created. 


Generally speaking, a new 
agency or administration will 
operate 
efficiently 
and 
effectively for several years, 
and then will become bogged 
down in the crisis of decision­ 
making which indicates a fear 
of 
the 
acceptance 
of 
responsibility. Or, its duties 
will be subverted so that it 
might operate for the benefit 
of those it is supposed to 
regulate and at the expense of 
those it is supposed to protect. 
From that time on, that once- 
effective 
agency 
becomes 
part of the bureaucracy. 


So when an agency or 
administrative body ceases to 
function 
in 
the 
manner 
intended, would it ultimately 
be easier to form a new a- 
gency and disband the old; to 
form a new agency with duties 
and 
r e s p o n s i b i l i t i e s 
overlapping the old; or to 
accept the original, with its 


bureaucratic paranoia, and 
try to change it back to what it 
was 
when 
funded 
and 
formulated? 
Basically, 
that 
is 
the 
question at the bottom of the 
controversy over the Agency 
for Consumer Advocacy. And 
the same question must be 
asked of nearly all the various 
agencies and administrations 
of 
government. 
Welfare, 
Social Security, the Veterans 
Administration, 
the 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency, the various energy 
administrations ... the list 
could go on and on. And the 
question 
remains: 
is 
it 
reasonable to expect that any 
administration or Congress 
could ever hope to change a 
bureaucracy once it starts, 
and if change must take place 
to fulfill the needs of the 
people, then how can that 
change be facilitated to the 
benefit of all, including those 
within the bureaucracy? A 
limit 
to 
the 
number 
of 
agencies we can form will 
eventually be reached, and yet 
to 
change 
those 
now 
in 
existence and make them 
more 
responsive 
seems 
impossible. So, what?

The citizens panel headed by Dr. 
Frank Stanton suggests that the Voice of 
America be operated by a board of five 
members. He would designate members 
with reference to the three functions of 
VOA. The first is to give out the news — 
exactly as it happens, never mind 
whether it is in the national interest to 
give it out with he same emphasis as it 
is given domestically. The second 
function is to give the flavor of 
American culture — the pluralism, 
political, religious, and artistic. The 
third is officially to express United 
States policy. 


Accordingly, 
one 
member of the board 
would 
be 
a 
State 
Department 
official 
concerned 
with 
information policy. A 
second would be a 
State 
Department 
official 
concerned 
with 
cultural 
activities. And three 
members would be 
from 
the 
private 
sector — appointed by 
the 
President, 
and 
confirmed 
by 
the 
Senate. 
These, presumably, would lend their 
weight to the requirement that the VOA 
give out the news impartially. The 
Director of the VOA, under the Stanton 
plan, would report to the board of 
directors, 
but 
in 
the -Tables 
of 
Organization, he would fall under the 
Secretary of State. 


The reform in the proposal is, in fact, 
restricted to the implied responsibility 
of VOA to transcribe the news exactly as 
it happens. For years the Voice has 
given all the time it is asked to give to 
the President, to the Secretory of State, 
and to their representatives, for the 
purpose 
of 
articulating 
American 
policy. 
The 
cultural 
diversity 
of 
America is faithfully recorded in hours 
of daily broadcasting, for instance of 
rock, jazz, classical, folk, and western 
music, and there is something of an Op- 
Ed flavor in the editorial commentary. 
But as things are now, the Director of 
the Voice of America reports to the 
Director of USIA, and is expected to 
fashion the news part of the program 
with some reference to the national 
interest. The national interest has 
presumed to lie in certain basic 
assumptions about American life, and 
about life as it is lived by the articulate 
enemies of America. This is not to 
suggest that the Voice of America has 
been highly polemical. But it has 
permitted itself to consider first the 
national objective, then the hierachy of 
concerns of a managing editor of a 
metropolitan newspaper. 


The Stanton proposals would preserve 
the VOA as an intact body, not so the 
cultural-information 
operations. 
Information 
services 
would 
be 
sunervised 
directly 
by 
the 
State 


Department. 
These, 
Dr. 
Stanton 
observes, are tactical concerns of the 
government, and should not be given 
separate rein. 
On the other hand, the cultural 
activities of Americans are apart from 
government. These should be operated 
by a separate agency, which would 
incorporate the cultural arm of the State 
Department. These are viewed as 
having a strategic purpose. When you 
send over a ballet troupe or Blood, 
Sweat and Tears to play behind the Iron 
Curtain you are communicating to those 
foreigners who see and hear them 
something of the cultural complexity 
and 
the 
emotional 
and 
aesthetic 
distribution of American Concerns. 
More or less for the hell of it, the panel 
recommends that the cultural director 
report to the Secretory of State. 
Information officers around the world 
would report directly to the State 
Department. 
"The articulation and 
advocacy of current foreign policy 
requires the closest kind of operational 
integration with the State Department’s 
policy process and hence should be 
located 
in 
the State Department. 
Likewise, overseas the officers who 
explain and articulate foreign policy 
should be directly responsible to this 
State Department operation. ” 
What makes this reader of the Stonton 
testimony rub his eyes in disbelief is 


that in A.D. 1975 an entire statement 
could be composed about the role of 
United States information without a 
single reference to the major datum of 
the century: the existence of two great 
Communist powers presiding over vast 
colonial empires whose spoken purpose 
is to rule the world, and whose chosen 
instrument for achieving this purpose is 
propaganda — backed by missiles and 
hydrogen bombs. Dr. Stanton (who is 
my dear friend) spoke to the senators 
about a reorganization that "would most 
realistically reflect the real world. ” In a 
marvelous Freudian slip, he agreed with 
Senator Percy when the senator said 
about the Voice of America, 
"Just by the very fact of divorcing it 
from the state Department, by that very 
change we might possibly add to the 
credibility of it?” 
Dr. Stanton replied: “In my opinion, 
that is correct.” 
If we are concerned with the real 
world, 
we 
should 
recognize 
the 
paramount need not to advertise the 
baseball scores to the tormented of this 
world, but the words of Solzhenitsyn, the 
deeds of the freedom fighters. If we see 
now a gap between what people believe, 
and what is the State Department’s line 
it is because the pursuit of detente has 
quite 
reasonably 
undermined 
the 
confidence the captive peoples feel in 
American probity.
